Gates: DADT repeal 
should go smoothly

U.S. Defense Secretary Robert Gates predicted 
that gay troops will be successfully integrated into 
the military following Saturday’s Senate vote to 
end the 17-year-old “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 

By a vote of 65-31, the Senate cleared the way 
for the legislation to go next to President Obama 
for his signature. Before the new policy takes ef- 
fect, the Defense Department must draft regula- 
tions and the president and military leaders must 
certify that allowing gays and lesbians to serve 
openly in the military for the first time won’t hurt 
the nation’s war efforts. 

“I am convinced that the U.S. military can 
successfully accommodate and implement this 
change, as it has others in history” Gates said in a 
written statement. He said a change in policy will 
“take an additional period of time.” 

More than 14,000 service members have been 
discharged for being gay since 1993, according to 
the Service members Legal Defense Network, a 
gay-rights advocacy group. 

Obama, who promised to repeal the law, praised 
the Senate action as a major civil-rights victory 


WHAT NEXT? 

Eliminating the “don’t ask, don’t tell” law 
doesn’t immediately change Pentagon policy. 
Under the legislation, the ban would remain 
in effect until 60 days after President Obama 
and Pentagon leaders certify that the Defense 
Department is ready for the new policy. 

Defense officials have not said how long that 
process could take. A Pentagon task force, in a 
report issued last month, outlined numerous 
revisions to training, military education and 
regulations that would be needed. 



“It is time to recognize that sacrifice, valor and 
integrity are no more defined by sexual orienta- 
tion than they are by race or gender, religion or 
creed,” he said in a written statement. “It is time 
to allow gay and lesbian Americans to serve their 
country openly.” 

“Don’t ask, don’t tell” was considered a com- 
promise when first passed. It allowed gays to serve 
if their sexual orientation were kept private. 

“It’s time to right a wrong and put the military 
in line with the best of American values,” said Sen. 


Joseph Lieberman of Connecticut, an indepen- 
dent who usually sides with Democrats on do- 
mestic issues. 

Critics, including Arizona Republican Sen. 
John McCain and the commandant of the Marine 
Corps, Gen. James Amos, said repealing the ban 
would be a threat to “good order and discipline” in 
the military in a time of war. They asked that any 
change be delayed. 

“There’ll be high-fives all over the liberal bas- 
tions of America” with the bill’s passage, said Mc- 
Cain, a former prisoner of war. “I am confident 
our military the best in the world, will salute and 
do the best they can. They will do what is asked 
of them, but don’t think it won’t be at great cost.” 

“The first casualty in the war in Iraq was a gay 
soldier,” Sen. Carl Levin, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee and a Michigan 
Democrat, said shortly before the Senate vote 
Saturday “We cannot let these patriots down.” 

Passage of the repeal, first approved by the 
House in May marks a win for Obama just weeks 
after his self-described “shellacking” in Novem- 
ber’s midterm elections.

REDEYE 

Anais Challe has hobnobbed, Googled, temped and voltm- 
teered. She revamped her resume, sending it out hundreds 
of times, and moved into a smaller apartment. 

But after more than a year and a half of full-time job- 
searching, the 27-year-old Lakeview resident— who speaks 
three languages and has a master’s in international com- 
merce-still hasn’t found a permanent gig. 

“You think that you did so well, you know, you just 
prepped up for the interview and you think that it went re- 
ally, really well, and then it just falls apart,” she said. “"You’re 
just like, Again? Really?’ ” 

For many such as Challe in Chicago, the new year prom- 
ises to be full of job-related agonizing, from worries over the 
exact wording of a cover letter to whether an industry will 
be safe from new layoffs. Unemployment dropped to 8.9 
percent in the Chicago-Naperville-Joliet area, according to 
numbers released this month by the federal Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. Nationally, there was a small increase in the num- 
ber of jobless, to 9.8 percent of the population. But some 
industries — such as health care, temp jobs and computer 
systems design— show encouraging signs, and experts say 
there continue to be some ways to improve your job-search 
chances in any field. 

The economy has been rough for many, says Roxi Pis- 
tilli, one of the owners of staffing firm The Opportunities 
Group. But the Loop-based company which recently helped 
place Challe in a temporary position, has seen a 15 percent to 
20 percent increase in direct hiring in the past three months, 
Pistilli said. 

“We are marginally optimistic,” she said. “I feel like we’re 
off a respirator, but we’re still in intensive care.” 

The statistics seem to back up Pistilli’s observations. 
Temp jobs in particular look to be doing relatively well. In 
November, the Bureau of Labor Statistics said temporary 
positions and health care added jobs. Retail jobs decreased. 

Julie Monti, vice president of the temporary services divi- 
sion at staffing firm The Larko Group, said financial services 
companies are starting to hire again, and executive search 
firms are sending out feelers. That’s a good sign, she said. 

“That for us has always been an indicator” of an uptick in 
the economy, Monti said, while giving the caveat that there 
won’t be immediate improvement with hiring. “There is a 


little bit of a lag time.” 

According to numbers from the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, about 53,000 jobs have been created nationally in the 
field of computer systems design since July Darby Seism, 
director of the career development center at Loyola Univer- 
sity, says tech skills continue to help boost job candidates’ 
appeal from “good” to “great.” 

“If [job-hunters] are tech savvy or have taken a few classes 
in technology, that is actually a really good thing,” she said. 

And though some may have limited success with stick- 
ing out the recession in their chosen field, Seism says she 
encourages students and alumni to branch out and consider 
alternatives. 

“"You need a Plan A, B and a C,” she said. “Flexibility is key 
in the kind of market we have today” 

Flexibility is exactly what 26 -year-old Anna Skoglund 
learned. After being laid off in June, she discovered opportu- 
nities in the hospitality industry— where she’d been working 
to that point— might not come around as often as she’d like. 

“I hadn’t gotten a lot of interviews,” said Skoglund, of Lo- 
gan Square. ‘A lot of the positions that were posted [asked 
for] 10 years’ experience [or a] master’s degree.” 

Now she’s looking at property management and similar 


fields— anything with stable, 9 -to- 5 hours where she doesn’t 
have to work weekends. 

To find those kinds of positions, job hunters such as Sk- 
oglund and Challe find they need to be extremely plugged-in 
to their field and be willing to compromise. They’re posting 
profiles on Linkedln, getting RSS feeds with job postings 
and taking temporary jobs such as one The Larko Group set 
up for Skoglund. 

Seism says those on the hunt for jobs— or those worried 
about keeping the jobs they have— should not be afraid to 
get help, either from family and friends or from professional 
sources, including their alma maters— where help some- 
times can be free. 

Slogging through the morass of job hunting can be stress- 
ful, but even those in the thick of the struggle say they’re 
starting to see the light at the end of the economic tunnel. 

‘At least I’ve had interviews, I’ve had follow-ups. I think 
things are coming along,” Skoglund said. “I just have to find 
the right one.” 

That’s the same tenacity Challe said has helped her 
through her long search. 

“It’s so easy to just give up and, you know, not do anything 
about it,” she said. “But I couldn’t do that.” ggarvey@tribune.com

Whether you’re a job seeker or someone comfortable 
in the position of your dreams, competition for the 
work available is fierce. RedEye spoke to two experts 
at helping people get and stay hired: Charles Purdy, se- 
nior editor at Monster and Hot Jobs; and Darby Seism, 
director of Loyola University’s career development 
center.

□ Network, network, network 

Networking is more than just pressing palms or 
getting on Linkedln. Purdy advises attending confer- 
ences-volunteering to work the check-in table if you 
can’t afford to go-as well as commenting on online 
forums and starting a career-focused blog. You want 
to be known as “a mover and a shaker and an opinion- 
haver in your industry,” he said. 

□ Fill resume gaps 

You can’t hide that you’ve been laid off, but if you 
volunteer or take classes at a local community college 
while you’re looking for a new gig, your resume can 
still sparkle. Seism said college loans also can be offset 
in some cases during long-term volunteer commit- 
ments such as AmeriCorps. 

□ Don’t wait 

If you’re still in school, get started on networking, 
writing your resume and searching for a job. If you’re 
out of school and working, don’t assume your job is safe. 
Even if you’re happily employed, Purdy said, “lay ground- 
work for a future where you may have been laid off.” 

□ Be specific 

It’s important to be able to prove what you say 
about yourself. In interviews, give detailed examples 
of your strong suits (for example, don’t just say, “I’m 
detail-oriented.” Be prepared to tell a story about some 
time when that skill came in handy.) Don’t turn in by- 
the-numbers resumes, Seism advises; instead tailor 
them to the company. 

□ Do your research 

Purdy says that not only should you know about 
the company for which you’re applying, but you also 
should be ready to tell a potential employer why hiring 
you would solve a “problem.” “Every open job is a prob- 
lem,” he said, and the company wants to know how 
you’d be the solution. 

□ Don’t let it get you down 

“Stay active, stay busy and motivated,” Purdy 
says. It can be incredibly stressful to be unemployed or 
fearful of your job status, but it’s important to avoid get- 
ting bogged down. Get away from the computer some- 
times, Purdy said, and volunteer or take classes, even if 
they’re not in your field. Helping others can sometimes 
help get your mind off your troubles. 

□ Broaden your horizons 

You might dream of being a brain surgeon or a 
sports agent, and that might be where you wind up 
eventually. But in the meantime, Seism urges, see if 
there’s a way to explore your chosen industry without 
huge outlays of time and money.

Gifts of the season 


Officers visit families 
of comrades killed or 
seriously hurt on the job

It has been seven months since gunfire took the 
life of Chicago Police Officer Thomas Wortham 
IV outside his parents’ home in Chatham. 

Yet a visit to the home Sunday by retired and 
current police officers dressed as Santa Claus, 
Mrs. Claus and their elves was a reminder that 
his sacrifice never will be forgotten. When the 
officers arrived with coffee mugs and a poinset- 
tia, Wortham’s mother, Carolyn, appeared sur- 
prised at the turnout of her son’s brothers and 
sisters in blue. 

“On behalf of our family, thank you very 
much for coming out this morning,” she told 
them. 

The gifts were part of the second day of Op- 
eration Santa 2010, the fourth event of its kind 


held by the Chicago Police Memorial Founda- 
tion, which aids the families of Chicago police 
officers such as Wortham and five others who 
died violently this year. The department has ex- 
perienced the greatest number of violent deaths 
of its police officers since the event started in 
2007. 

On Sunday, Wortham’s father, Thomas 
Wortham III, recalled his share of tragedies 
involving fallen officers in his 30 years as a Chi- 
cago police officer. 

“Until it happens to you, you have no idea 
what this means,” a teary-eyed Wortham said 
inside his home surrounded by officers and 
members of the foundation. “I think this is so 
fantastic that this organization does this.” 

Later in the day, a 10 -vehicle motorcade made 
up of Chicago police officers and Illinois State 
Police troopers visited the homes of families of 
other officers who were slain or seriously hurt 
in the line of duty There, children of those of- 
ficers were showered with gifts such as board 


games, Lego sets, trucks, Bulls tickets and 
$250 gift cards. 

One of those homes was that of Officer Mi- 
chael Flisk, an evidence technician who was 
shot and killed Nov 26 while he was process- 
ing the scene of a burglary in a Southeast Side 
alley About a dozen officers from the Morgan 
Park police district and several evidence tech- 
nicians lined up next to one another in front 
of the Flisks’ home in Beverly to receive hugs 
from Flisk’s widow, Nora, and his other family 
members. 

“Thank you. Thank you,” a somber Nora 
Flisk told the officers repeatedly before going 
back into the home. 

Phil Cline, a former Chicago police superin- 
tendent who heads the memorial foundation, 
said that “the sheer number of police officers 
killed in the line of duty this year meant that we 
wanted to make sure we got each one of those 
houses, and let those families know that they 
will not be forgotten.”

Oil theft suspected in explosion 


VI MEXICO CITY At least 23 people were 
killed and 51 injured after an oil pipe- 
line exploded Sunday morning in central 
Mexico, officials said. 

The cause of the explosion in San Martin 
Texmelucan, in Puebla state, was under in- 
vestigation, but preliminary reports point- 
ed to the illegal extraction of oil from the 
pipe, said Laura Gursa, coordinator for civil 
protection in Puebla. 

The situation was under control, but 


the extent of the damage was still being 
assessed, Civil Protection Director Miguel 
Angel Martinez said. 

The pipe belongs to Pemex, the state- 
owned oil monopoly 

Some 32 houses were lost in the blast, and 
80 others were partially damaged, Martinez 
said. 

Amateur video from the scene showed a 
huge billowing wall of smoke that reached 
into the sky 


About 5,000 nearby residents were evac- 
uated, officials said, and 200 were in a gov- 
ernment shelter. 

Oil theft has been a persistent problem 
for Pemex, and has been on the rise since 
President Felipe Calderon took office. A 
Washington Post investigation found that 
drug cartels were increasingly diversifying 
into other areas, including oil theft, to the 
tune of more than $1 billion in a two-year 
period.

“For 
eclipse watchers, this means that the moon 
will appear very high in the night sky as the 
solstice marks the time when Earth’s axial tilt 
is farthest away from the sun.”

A lunar eclipse occurs 
when the Earth lines 
up between the sun 
and the moon, block- 
ing the sun’s rays and 
casting its shadow 
on the moon. As the 
moon moves into the 
Earth’s shadow, it ap- 
pears to change color, 
turning from gray to 
orange or deep red.

MINNEAPOLIS Vikings punter Chris Kluwe might have an issue with 
the playing surface at the University of Minnesota’s TCF Bank Stadi- 
um, but it won’t keep the Bears and Vikings from meeting there Mon- 
day night. 

After the team’s walk-through Sunday Kluwe criticized the field on 
his Twitter account (@ChrisWarcraft), calling it “unplayable.” 

“The field is as hard as concrete an hour and a half after they took 
the tarp off, and anyone that hits their head is getting a concussion,” 
Kluwe tweeted. 

NFL officials didn’t seem to have a problem with the surface. “Our 
information from the groundskeepers there is that the field is in good 
shape,” league spokesman Greg Aiello told the Tribune on Sunday 

Minnesota associate athletic director Scott Ellison reiterated that 
maintenance crews have taken every measure to get the stadium ready 
after the Metrodome roof collapsed. The stadium does not have heat- 
ing coils built in because the college season usually ends before it gets 
too cold. 

Snow is in the forecast for Monday, so workers might have to clear 
the field constantly before the 7:30 p.m. kickoff 

“The overnight plan is that the tarp and heaters are back in place 
and will run all night up until noon tomorrow,” Ellison said Sunday 
“The surface is in good shape. It’s better now than it was for the Iowa 
game [Nov 27], and the officials at the Iowa game had no concerns re- 
garding the playing surface.” 

Vikings coach Leslie Frazier seemed to have no issue with the field 
after the walk-through. 

“It’s going to be great for our players, great for our fans,” Frazier said. 
“First time having an outdoor game here in 29 years for the Vikings. I 
think our players will embrace that as the game goes on; they’ll be into it.”

Bulls lack spark in first game 
without big-man Noah 

Taj Gibson said he felt fine after suffering a con- 
cussion in the third quarter of the Bulls’ loss to the 
Clippers on Saturday night. 

However, the blow— which appeared to come 
when DeAndre Jordan’s knee struck Gibson dur- 
ing a rebound battle— proved significant enough 
for Gibson to answer several questions about the 
sequence with the same words: “I don’t remember.” 

Gibson is better off forgetting. 

The Bulls failed miserably in their first test with- 
out Joakim Noah, getting outrebounded for just 
the fifth time in 25 games and treating defense— 
except for rampant fouling— as if it were optional. 

Whether team physicians will clear Gibson for 


Tuesday’s home game against surging Philadelphia 
isn’t the only question surrounding the third-year 
big man. The other is this: Will Tom Thibodeau 
start him again? 

One game doesn’t constitute a trend. And pin- 
ning blame on Gibson, who got abused by Blake 
Griffin, doesn’t paint a complete picture. 

But the Bulls played uncharacteristically small 
and flat with the Noah-less lineup that featured the 
6 -foot- 9 Gibson at center and two other 6-9 play- 
ers— Carlos Boozer and Luol Deng— at forward. 

“It’s hard to judge whether it was the lack of size 
—which it may have been— or our lack of inten- 
sity,” Thibodeau said. “If we don’t have an edge to 
us, we’re trying to trade baskets. That won’t work 
for us.” 

Thibodeau has said that he’d prefer to lock into 
one permanent starter but that these initial games 


without Noah would feature experimentation. 
The 76ers start 7-1 Spencer Hawes at center, which 
would seem to point to Omer Asik or Kurt Thomas 
starting. 

Asik played OK against the Clippers before 
picking up three fouls by halftime and playing just 
3 minutes, 21 seconds in the second half. Thomas 
fared better defensively against Griffin but fouled 
out in just 16 minutes. 

“We were searching,” Thibodeau said. “I was 
confident in Kurt’s low-post defense. We wanted to 
give Griffin a different look. He was having his way 
with us. We were so flat. We were looking for any 
kind of spark. I thought Kurt did a good job for us.” 

The Bulls didn’t practice Sunday, allowing Gib- 
son to rest. He never lost consciousness, and post- 
game neurological testing didn’t show any alarming 
signs, so he’s listed as day-to-day

You would think Chord Overstreet would be 
a little embarrassed by his derriere-themed 
nicknames on the set of “Glee,” but the newest 
member of the musically inclined cast seemed 
kind of proud of them. 

“Lea [Michele] and Amber [Riley] call me 
‘New booty/ ” Overstreet said of his co-stars Sat- 
urday while sitting in a classroom at the Chicago 
Academy for the Arts. “ You can print that. Cory 
[Monteith] calls me ‘Hella-boot/ because he

Overstreet, who was making an appearance 
at auditions for “The Glee Project,” an Oxygen 
network reality show that will give one winner 
a multi-episode guest spot on “Glee,” said the 
nicknames came with the newbie territory.
